and  1  have  no  doubt  but  it  had,  w’hen  it 
vva»  figned  by  one  who  waa  well  known 
to  hivc  had  as  greaUxpcricnce  inbufinefs 
as,  pel  haps,  nioft  jKoplc  in  this  coun¬ 
try. 

Mrl.och  fays,  “.I  do  not  fo  much  as 
enttr  into  the  ftatc  of  the  linen  or  wool- 
♦n  trade the  linen  trade,  e  all  know, 
is  in  a  vcry-languiniing  condition,  owing 
fothe  g«eat  in'inoalion  of  foreign  goods 
peured  info  Kngland,  and  the  high  du¬ 
nes  that  affi'Ct  It  in  every  lliapc.  As  to 
lilt  woirlen  trade,  1  referred  him  to 
^nnething  »*hiv:h  I  thought  was  pretty 
flrong  on  thit  herd;  lo  a  letter  from  a 
ge'ntlerr:an  whougn*,  himfclf  A.  N.  p.  65. 
of  this  volume.  That  gentleman  alTe  ts, 
from  a  calcnlation  he  has  made,  that 
there  i*  not  fuff  cm  t  wo(»l  produced  in 
Scotland  to  employ  one  fixth  part  of  the 
people  who  can  earn  their  bread  by  the 
hnen  maiiutaCtiire :  that  this  account  of 
fhe  ui.altcr  is  no  ways  txaggeraicd,  I  am 
luliy  tonvinccil;  and,  fcoin  iny  opinion 
o*  it,  he  .mig’nt  fafely  Inve  faid,  th<at 
there  is  not  mar  a  fuOieieni  quantity  of 
woe!  produced  in  Sc  ithnd  to  employ 
thefe  that  are  already  engaged  in  iJje 
woolen  tr/4dc;  for  1  have  .often  heard, 
a^d  i  believe,  it  It)  l>e  true,  that  very 
conliderablc  quantities  of  Englilh  comb¬ 
ed  wool,  and  even  a  good  deal  of  fleece 
arcar.nu.;lly  brought  into  thts  courf- 
iry ;  and  I  m  vtr  remember  to  have  heard 
that  much  of  our  own  wool  was  feni  out 

:lu*  country.  In  this  particular  I  may 
3..C  wrong,  a*  !  know  but  little  about 
liadc  ;  but  if  I  am,  I  .hope  f^mc  of  yuur 
correfponJents  w  .ll  fet  me  to  rigutv. 

O  but,  fays  Mr  Li»ch,  I  pointed  out 
how  we  might  be  plentifully  fnpplicil 
with  tnat  commodity  from  England. — 
l.ci  US  fee  what  would  be  the  cenfe- 
Cf.icnces:  let  us  fuppofe,  fer  argument’s 
face,  that  all  the  linen  weavets  and  fpin- 
ners  could,  with  the  grcalcft  facility, 
turn  their  hands  to  the  woolen  trade 
(which  is  a  ihin^  no  wife  man  will  bc' 


lieve,  unlefs  they  ferve  new  «ppren- 
ticeftiipi.),  the  immenfe  demand  upon 
England-  for  wool,  we  .may  imagine, 
Would  raife  that  article  twenty  per  cent, 
(and,  perhrps,  more  than  double  that) ; 
our  cornniilEun  and  carriage,  with  the 
dif^dvantage  of  not  being  op  the  fpot, 
and  our  payments  more  doubtful,  would 
raiid  it  6vc  per  cent,  more  to  us  than  to 
the  Englifh;  our  merchintg  profits  who 
brought  it  dow»n  (for  we  cannot  fuppofe 
every  little  weaver  in  the  Cvvuntiy  of  fnf- 
ficient  credit  to  commifiion  his  own 
wool),  would  ftill  laife  it  five  pKrr  cent. 
mi)ie;  this  wt^uld  ra»fe  the  wool,  w’hich 
is  the  gr»>und-work  of  all,  twenty  per 
pent,  to  the  Englilh.  and  thirty  per  cent, 
to  us,  more  than  it  is  at  piefrnt.  Add 
to  this  the  great  di  fad  vantage  we  would 
lie  under  for  want  of  proj>er  dyers  and 
dreffers,  which  1  cannot  take  upon  me 
to  edirnate;  but  1  believe  tvery  mer¬ 
chant  w  ill  allow,  that  though  good^'mayr 
be  very  well  wove,  much  lies  in  finiihing 
them  .off  properly  to  recommend  thern 
in  a  market.  How  we  can  think  to  ri¬ 
val  the  Engiiih  in  a  trade  that  they  arc 
fo  much  mafters  of,  and  have  brought 
to  iuch  peiftdtion,  under  all  the  ddad- 
vantages  abt»ve  mentioned,  and  many 
others  that. will  occur  to  abler  beads,  is 
a  problem  that  I  cannot  folve. 

Much  hath  been  faid  by  Mr  Loch,  and 
fume  of  his  way  of  thinking,  Ctmeerning 
the  fl  lurifi.ing  Hate  of  ti»e  woolen  trade, 
ab  'Ui  Aberdeen  :  I  know  they  deal  pret¬ 
ty  couhder.abiy  in  Itockings;  nor  can  I 
acciiurit  how  a  pai  ticular  branch  of  bu- 
finefs,  feemifigly  oppufile  lo  the  allowed 
flaple  a  country,  may  creep  into  ccr-: 
tain  places.  Were  I  able  to  explain 
this,  I  might  probably  be  able  to  itU 
why  fo  nsury  Iown^  in  England  follow  - 
the  linen,  which  Mr  Loch  will  fay  if 
di.'i«ncli  icaiiy  oppi'litc  to  tbeir  owm  in- 
tciell.  'i'he  woolen  trade  was  always 
tarried  on  in  Scotl.ir.d  to  a  conCdcrablc 
extent  fur  horr.e  coiifninpl,'  a»>d  as  far  as 
thefinenefsofthe  wool  would  allow  them 
to  go;  and  mod  of  the  labouring  people^ 
■who,  1  fancy,  v  ill  conftitute  near  nine- 
teiiths  of  I  hr  w  hole,  wear  at  this  time* 
little  elfe  but  home-made  cloth.  It 
would  give  me  as  much  pleafure  as  .any. 
man  in  Scotl.ir.d  to  tee  this  trade  in  a 
more  fiourifning  llale^  but  I  infpe^  thif. 
mutt  come  041  by  very  fiow  degrees,  and, 
in  my  opinion,  muft  keep  pace  with  our 
improvements  in  agriculture,  when  wc 
lhali,  by  our  induTtry  in  that  way,  have 
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fo  irr.provcn  the  face  of  onr  country,  My  mentioning  the  Dutch. firficr/ 
that  one  acre  will  feed  near  double  the  with  no  view  to  lead  Mr  Loch  into'a  long^- 
n'uniber  of  flicep  it  docs  at  present;  detail  of  his  adventures  that  way;  Ihere^* 
when,  by  inclofing,  and  affording  them .  knew  he  was  concecncd  in  the  Orecn*^ 
better  ihelfer  from  the  cold,,  they  will  land  trade  tilf  I  learned  it  from' lafk 
afiforcl  us  wool  of  a  much  better  quality,  letter.

S  I  R, 

WHEN  I  happen  to  be  difpofed  for 
turning  over  a  leaf  of  fome  an- 
tient  fage,  I  generally  wifli  to  recruit  my 
mind,  by  dwelling  on  thofc  fubjedts 
which,  33  it  were,  take  a  peep  into  the 
hidden  fpnngs  which  regulate  the  aiJtionfi 
of  mankind;  as  thefe  arc  more  intereft- 
ing,  and  from  which  a  greater  benefit 
may  accrue  than  from  all  the  metaphyft- 
cal  difquifitions  about  the  cxiltence  or 
Tion-cxiftciice  of  ideas,  modulation  of 
found,  fiincfs  of  things,  or  the  like  So- 
crntical  leiearches,  which,  though  in¬ 
deed  excellent  food  for  the  more  philo- 
fophic  genius,  are  undertf ood  by  fo  few, 
and  regarded  by  a  ftill  fmallcr  number, 
that  it  might  be  a  queftion  whether  the 
invtfligation  of  them  was  ever  of  any^ 
real  utility  to  the  world  or  not. 

It  has  been  the  opinion  of  philofiphers 
in  every  period,  that  the  age  they  lived  in 
was  not  only  worfc  than  any  prior  one, 
but  they  likewife  imagined,  that  ntine 
that  Ihould  come  after  them  could  poITi- 
blv  exceed  ^heir’s  in  every  kind  of  dege¬ 
neracy  :  Hence  their  dedui^tion  from  the 
goUkn  to  the  iron  age,  w’hich  they  c- 
ilremed  the  bafcll  of  all ;  but  Ihcfe  wife- 
hcaiicd  fages  did  not  confidcr  that  hu¬ 
man  nature  was  (fill  the  fame,  and,  ra¬ 
ther  than  exped  a  reformation,  they 
might,  trom  a  coefideration  of  the  natu¬ 
ral  bent  of  the  will,  look  for  times  that 
fliould  even  outlfrip  theirs  in  every  thing 
that  was  in  oppofiiion  to  moral  redilude. 
— How  far  this  has  been  the  cafe,  let  ex¬ 
perience  determine.^ 

Allow  me  at  prefent,  however,  to  dc- 
fecod  from  the  philofophic  mount,  and 
take  a  Ibort  tour  through  the  vale  of 
common  life,  where  fome  weeds  have 
lately  fprung  up,  of  (o  noxious  a  quali¬ 
fy,  that,  unlefs  they  are  immediately 
rooted  up,  they  will  be  ready  to  infed 
fome  tender  plants  which  as  yet  feem  in  a 
thriving  condition.  It  has  now  become 
an  univerfal  remark,  which  experience 
declares  to  be  juft,  that  Hymen  feems  to 
have  taken  the  dumps,  and  fled  to  fume 
diftant  corner  of  the  globe  (perhaps  to 
the  Oubcites),  while  here  a  marriage  is 


almoft  looked  on  as  a  prodigy;  and  were, 
it  not  for  the  defire  of  a  little  (hare  of 
the  golden  deity’s  treafure,  1  am  apt  to 
believe  we  (hould  totally  degenerate  in¬ 
to  a  herd  of  antiquated  Batchelors  and 
defpifed  Old  Maids.  The  queftion  of 
the  poet  would  not  be  ill  adapted  to  our 
times.

Or  are  the  fex  gro^wn  novices  in  love  ? 

If  I  happen  to  be  fet  down  amidft  a  cir¬ 
cle  of  modern  belles  (or  bucks,  as  they 
arc  now  more  properly  (filed),  to  fip  a 
little  of  the  female  cordial,  no  fooncr 
does  the  equipage  appear,  and  a  hint  of 
matrimony  is  dropt,  than  inftantaneouf- 
ly  the  barfed  arrows  of  fcandal  again(t 
each  other  ecafe  to  fly,  and  a  parlcy.pra 
tempore  is  founded,  when  every  tongue 
begins  to  ring  with  farcaftical  reflections 
and  fly  infinuations  againft  the  whole 
male  creation ;  and  not  fcrupling  to 
throw  the  whole  blame  upon  us,  as 
the  primitive  and  foie  caufc  why  this 
inftitution  is  now  fo  much  negleCted,  and 
protefting  that,  if  they  muft  die  in  a  gar¬ 
ret,  poor  We  (hall  have  a  deal  to  anfwcr 
for.  As  it  is  inconfiftent  with  the  rules 
eftablilhed  in  the  polite  w'orld  to  contra* 
diet  a  lady,  or  pretend  to  difputc  a  point 
which  flic  may  have  adopted,  often  have 
1  been  obliged  cither  to  fit  mute  when 
fuch  a  topic  has  been  brought  upon  the 
carpet,  or  at  lead  to  fay  fo  little,  that  it 
has  been  taken  as  an  infallible  proof  of  a 
confeious  guilt;  but  as  your  Paper  is  a 
notable  vehicle  for  conveying  the  truths 
w’ithoul  danger  of  the  Fair  Sex’s  dif- 
pleafure,  I  was  refolved  to  o(fer  them  an 
advice  through  its  channel,,  which  not 
myfclf  only,  but  every  young  man  who 
w'ilhes  them  well,  think  they  at  prefent 
(land  much  in  need  of;  and  though  I 
w'il  not  pretend  to  affirm  that  it  is  the 
only  caufe  why  they  arc  folong  from  en¬

I  need  hardly 
mention,  that  it  is  that  imprudent  con* 
du(ft,  to  ftilc  it  no  worfe,  which  fo  much 
prevails, "of  walking  up  and  down  the 
ftreets.  Did  they  but  know  the  opinion 
which  is  entertained  of  thofe  moll  re¬ 
markable  for  this,  1  am  perfuaded  they 
would  rather  fuffer  a  voluntary  exile, 
than  run  fuch  riik  of  having  conftruc- 
tions  put  upon  their  condud,  very  un¬ 
favourable  to  a  young  woman  juft  enter¬ 
ing  upon  life.

An  OAK  Gazette  Extraoedi- 
NARY,  being  a  ci^cumjiantial  and 
cc:hplcte  Account  oj  the  Fete- 
champetre,  at  Lord  Stanley’s 
Seat,  on  1  kurjday  June  9.  1774* 

The  noble  family  at  whofc  cxpencc 
the  above  ieafl  was  prepared,  being 
dclirous  to  indulge  the  curious  in  gene¬ 
ral  w’ith  a  fight  of  fome  part  of  the  rural 
ftflival,  well  as  the  feledl  party  who 

had  cards  of  invitation,  gave  orders  that 
the  gate  upon  the  Down  only  (hould  be 
opened,  find  that. the  company  in  their 
fancy  dreffes  fhould  pafs  along  the  front 
lauii,  by  which  means  the  curiofity  of 
thnufands  wouKl  be  indulged*. 

The  company  began  to  make  their 
appearance  about  hab  paft  fix  o’clock* 
.‘aud  continued  pouring  in  till  paft  nine; 
as  foon  as  any  carriage  bad  frt  dowHiA 
party,  and  they  had  got  within  the  gate 
which  led  up  the  lawn,  they  were  Salu¬ 
ted  by  French-horns,  placed  in  a  reiieat 
fo  obicore  as  n<it  lo  tW  obfeived  by  the 
I'umpae  y.  The  front  lawn  Idon  becane 
crow  dell  with  laucy  drtdes,  and  the  li« 
dies,  by  their  paftoral  appearance  and 
fimpiicity,  made  beauty  appear  with  ad¬ 
ditional  ebarme,  end,  by  their  elegant 
fancy-habits,  meant  certainly  to  outvie 
each  other  in  tefic  and  magnificence.

At  the  upper 
end  of  the  back  lawm  was  a  mod  Tuperb 
and  beautiful  orangeries  or  plantation 
of  orange  trees,  intermixed  with  a  great 
variety  of  valuable  green^houfe  plants; 
behind  the  orangerie  lay  concealed  a 
capital  hand  of  iiiufic,  under  the  foie  di* 
rcdlion  of  Mr  Barthelemon,  the  compo- 
ferof  the  malquc.  On  the  right  from 
the  company,  iwains  appeared  in  fancy 
drclTes,  amuling  ihemfelves  at  the  game 
of  nine*  pins,  whilft  Ihephcrdeflcs,  neatly 
attired,  were  at  the  t'wing.  On  the  left 
fide  were  other  fwains  with  their  bows 
and  arrows,  (hooting  at  a  bird  which 
bad  perched  itfelf  on  a  maypole;  whild 
others  were  (hewing  their  agility  by 
dancing  and  kicking  at  a  tatnhour  de 
lafqucs  which  hung  decorated  with  rib¬ 
bands  from  the  bough  of  a  tree  —In 
(hort,  every  rural  padime  wat-  exhibited. 

In  the  center  of  the  orangerie  fat  Mrs 
Barthelemon  and  Mr  Veruon,  making 

•  wreaths  of  flowers,  and  continued  in 
that  employment  till  after  the  company 
had  tfiken  their  feats  upon  benches,  pla- 

•ced  in  a  circular  form  on  the  green* 
As  foon  as  the  ladies  and  gentlemen 
were  thus  arranged,  two  Cuprds  went 
I  round  with  a  baiket  of  the  riched 
flowers,  and  prefented  each  lady  with 
,  an  elegant  bouquet :  the  gentlemen  had 
likewife  a  fimilar  prefent.  When  the  Cu¬ 
pids  had  didributed  the  flowers,  nimble 
(hepherdeflTcs  fupplied  their  ba(ketf  with 
.  frefli  alTortments.— Thus,  whild  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  cr)mpany  was  taken  op 
with  admiring  the  agility  and  pretty 

•  manner  of  thefe  little  attendants  acco¬ 
modating  the  nobility  and  others  with 
their  nofegays,  they  were  on  a  fudden 
furpriiiki  with  the  harmonious  found 
from  the  indrumcntal  band,  which,  be- 

-ing  conveyed  to  the  company  through 
the  orange  plantation  and  (hrubbciy, 
created  a  mod  happy  and  pleafing  effed ;

by  the  company  not  being  able  to  didiiw 
gui(h  from  what  quarter  it  came* 

This  fym phony,  whofe  fwcctDefi  of 
found  had  given  every  face  a  (mile  of 
approbation,  being  emied,  Mr  Vernon 
got  up,  and,  with  a  light  and  rudic  air^ 
called  the  nymphs  and  fwains  to  cele* 
brate  the  fellivity  of  the  day,  informing 
them  that  Stanley,  as  lord  of  the  Oaka» 
had  given  the  iuvitition,  and  on  that 
account  he  commanded  their  appear* 
ance  to  join  the  fedive  fong  and  dance* 
After  this  air  followed*  a  grand  chorus, 
which  was  qompofed  in  fo  remarkable  a 
dile,  and  carried  with  it  fo  much  jollity, 
that  the  company  could  (carcc  be  pre¬ 
vailed  upon  to  keep  their  feats*  Next 
•  followed  a  dance  by  Sylvans;  then  a 
fong  by  Mrs  Barthelemon;  afterwards  a 
different  dance  by  the  whole  afi'embly  of 
figurantes  was  executed  in  a  madcrly 
dile,  and  w'as  fuccceded  by  a  mod  ele¬ 
gant  and  pleafing  duct  by  Mrs  Barthele¬ 
mon  and  Mr  Vernon,  which  concluded 
with  a  dance. .  The  next  air  confided  of 
four  verfes,  fung  by  Mr  Vernon ;  at  the 
end  of  each  line  was  a  chorus.  The 
dance  of  Sylvans  continued  during  the 
whole  time  of  the  chorus,  and  had  ati 
excellent  effed* 

Thus  ended  the  (ir(t  mafqoe,  which 
the  public  had  an  opportunity  of  feeing 
in  foine  degree  as  well  as  the  vifitors; 
and  the  loud  acclamations  of  joy  at  the 
conclufion  was  a  convincing  proof  of  the 
high  opinion  entertained  by  the  nobility 
aud  gentry  of  this  rural  fedival.  The 
company  in  general  cxprelTed  infinite  fa- 
tisfadion  at  the  great  and  lively  abili¬ 
ties  of  the  compofer,*  who  (Iiewed  great 
,  tafte  and  genius  throughout,  the  whole 
performance.  Much  praife  was  alfo  due 
to  Mr  Vernon  and  Mrs  Barthelemon, 
particularly  the  former,  whofe  abilitiea 
were  not  confined  folcly  to  the  mufical 

f>art  allotted  to  him,  but  was  partico* 
arly  (er.vkreable  on  the  occafion,  in  de¬ 
corating  the  trees  with  feftoons  of  flow¬ 
ers,  a(Med  by  the  gardener  and  his  at- 
tendantp. 

This  being  over,  the  company  amuied 
thcmfclves  with  walking  about  till  the 
temp<»rary  room  was  illuminaicfl,  and, 
upon  a  figoal  given,  another  psoceflion 
was  made.  Lord  Stanley,  fupported  by 
lady  Betty  Hamilton,  the  queen  of  the 
Oaks,  and  Mil's  Stanley,  leid  the  way, 
the  re(t  of  the  company  fbllowiog  two 
by  .tyro*  QoUc  viiUora  were  flrft 
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<joBdu(5lcd  through  a  beautiful  and  mag¬ 
nificent  odta^on  hall,  with  Iranfparent 
windows,  painted  fiiitablc  to  the  occa- 
fion.  At  the  end  of  the  great  room 
hung  fix  fiiperb  curtains,  fuppofed  to  co¬ 
ver  the  fame  number  of  large  windows; 
they  were  of  crimfon  colour,  richly  or- 
iLimenied  with  deep  gold  fringe.  Colo- 
jiades  appeared  on  each  fide  the  room, 
with  wreaths  ot  flowers  running  up  the 
columns;  and  the  whole  building  was 
lined  chair  back  high  with  white  Perftan 
^nd  gt»]d  fiinge:  the  feats  around  were 
c  >vered  with  deep  crimfon.  The  com- 
/»a.w  amufed  themfelves  with  dancing 
iniiK.ets  and  cotillons  till  halfpaft  eleven, 
when  a  i  explofion,  fniilar  to  the  going 
ctf  of  a  large  quantity  of  rockets,  put  the 
V  h.sic  lieely  groupe  into  a  confternation. 
Tnis  wa<  occafi  >ncd  by  a  fignal  given  for 
the  curl.iins,  which  wc  have  before  de- 
ferihed,  to  flv  up,  and  exhibit  to  the 
co.np.inv  a  large  fupoer-room,  uitti 
tables  ipreail  with  the  mod  coUiy  dain¬ 
ties,  all  h»>t  and  tempting.  The  compa- 
liy  lo^k  their  frats  in  an  inftint,  without 
the  lead  interruption,  and  partoitk  of  the 
♦•iiteu-imment.  I'hey  no  fooner  appear¬ 
ed  fati^fied,  than  the  whole  was  removed 
initantaneoufl/,  and  a  handfotne  dvftrt 
spread  on  the  tables,  without  their  being 
able  to  account  (dr  the  fodden  change. 
When  the  ladies  feemed  tiied  with  this 
tecond  piece  of  luxury,  the  band  were 
heard  tuning  their  indruments  in  the 
oda?on  hall.  This  was  aiu)iher  fignal 
for  the  company  to  have  the  fu|>pei- 
room,  and  adjourn  to  the  ball-room. 
No  looiicr  was  the  abt»ve  chamber  clear¬ 
ed,  when  again,  to  the  altonilhment  of 
all  prcfcnt,  down  flew  the  large  curtains, 
and  ni4de  the  ball- room  appeal  in  its  fird 
ilate  of  elegance. 

The  ceremony  of  arranging  the  com¬ 
pany  next  took  place,  and  wus  executed 
iv  the  general,  who  having  placetl  lady 
Letty  Hamilton  in  the  center,  fiirmed 
llic  red  of  the  company  into  a  circular 
.tfr«»iipe.  'i'his  done,  a  druid  of  the 
i>ak^,  repreicnicd  by  capt.  IhgoU,  came 
forward  from  the  o^agon  had,  with  a 
Jew  complimentary  lines,  fuitable  totiie 
occafion,  rummonirvg  the  tawnw  and 
Witinl- nymphs  to  attend  the  ceremony 
wfithtn.  A  grand  chorus  was.  then  lung 
by  the*  nymphs,  fawns,  and  fylvans,  led 
cn  by  Cupids.  After  this  chorus,  ano¬ 
ther  Ipccch  by  the  druid.  Mrs  Barthclc- 
ia  iuechara«^cr  of  a  wuuib-nyniph, 


fling  a  pleafing  air,  the  words  in  praife  of 
conjugal  felicity.  This  produced,  at  the 
•conclufion,  a  chaconnct  w  hich  was  exe¬ 
cuted  by  eight  principal  dancers  with 
great  eafe  and  agilitv.  The  druid  made 
another  fpeech,  and  having  finiflied,  Mr 
Vernon  fung  an  air  in  uraife  of  the  Oak. 
Next  w’as  an  allcmandc  by  fixtecn  prin¬ 
cipal  dancers,  and  afterw'ards  a  fpeech 
relative  to  the  Oak^,  by  the  druid.  Mrs 
Barthelcmon  and  Mr  Vernon  then  fung 
a  dutt,  which  \va«  likewifc  in  praife  of 
the  Oak,  its  profpenty  and  advantage, 
finifliing  with  a  few  complimentary  lines 
to  lady  Betty  by  the  druid,  and  a  grand 
chorus  of  vocal  and  inflrumental  mufic. 
During  which  a  device  in  tranfparcncy 
was  introduced,  ki  which, two  Hymeneal 
torches  lighted  on  the  top,  a  Ihidd  rc- 
prefenting  the  Hamilton  creft  (an  oafe 
with  a  faw  through  it,  and  a  diic.il  coro¬ 
net):  after  a  chorus,  the  druid,  faw^ns, 
and  wood-nymphs  went  to  the  altar; 
and  two  Cupids,  the  Cupid  ot  love,  and 
the  HymeneanCupid,  afccnding  the  fleps, 
crowned  the  fhicld  with  the  wreath  of 
love  and  Hymen.  Thus  ended  the  fe¬ 
cund  part;  of  which,  by  this  defeription, 
tile  reader  will  judge  ot  the  eleg.incc  and 
grandeur. 

The  third  part  was  opened  by  mi* 
nnctf,  compolcd  on  the  occafion  by  the 
ear  I  of  Kcllv.  Lord  Stanley  and  lady 
Bitty  llauiillon  opened  the  tecond  bail, 
and  the  left  of  tiie  robility  danced  in 
their  turns.  When  the  minuets  wer« 
ended,  country  dances  ftruck  up,  aiid 
continued  till  palt  three  o’cKxtk.  The 
•comp;uiy  were  highly  entertained  with 
the  iiluininationH  in  the  gardens,  which 
had  a  fine  eft'eCt  from  me  front  wing  of 
-thehoiite.  Facing  the  temporary  room 
was  erected  a  large  Ionic  portico,  fup- 
•  ported  by  four  large  tranfpareiit  columns, 
t»f  a  bright  pink  colour.  On  a  fcroll  oa 
the  pediment  were  the  following  woids: 
i'*  Sacred  to  propitious  Venus.*'  In  the 
•center  of  the  pediment  wasafiiitkl,  with 
the  Hamilton  and  Stanley  arms  quarter- 
.td,  the  whole  lupported  by  a  band  of 
Copuls,  who  appeared  to  great  advan¬ 
tage  by  the  aftittaocc  of  four  pyramids  of 
lights.  Several  pyramids  of  lights  were 
like  wife  eu^ed  in  diflcieiit  parts  of  the 
garden.  •  .  ^ 

Tlie  wh<»le  of  this  feftival  wascondud- 
^d  by  gen.  Burgoyne.  The  company 
were  fo  hi.;hly  pleated*  that  they  did  not 
part  t;ll  Iwur  in  the  mcroing*.  Thok 
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who  had  been  at  fetes  champetres  in 
France,  declared  they  never  law  any  one 
equal  to  lord  Stanley’s.

•  bow'*  the  gieaicft  part  of  (heir  aCtionw 
tend  to  fallacy  and  dirgnife,  1  believe  we 

^  fliall  hardly  meet  withaperton  who  may^ 

.  not,  in  fume  refpeCt  or  uthcr,  be  fanly, 
ranked  under  this  predicament.  'I'he 
.  go(*>d  man  conceals  his  virtue,  and  the 
wicked  man  bis  vice.  Tne  ill  matured 
and  morofe  feigns  a  countenance  fgll  o£ 
pleafantry  and  good  humour;  the  impu¬ 
dent  and  prutane,  an  air  ot  balbluluefA 
and  morality.  The  hypocrite  puts  on  a, 

.  religious  face,  and  the  villain  a  fliew  ol, 
honefty.  The  fpendthrift  afteCts  fruga¬ 
lity,  the  intemperate  fobriety.  The  rich 
man  hides  his  wealth,  and  the  indigene 
fets  up  for  a  man  of  fortune.  The  lear«- 
ned  man  ftudioufly  keeps  his  knowledge 
in  fecret,  and  the  ignorant  ’oftentattoof- 
ly  boalls  ot  his  learning.- 
This  ubfervation  holds  good  in  eveVy 
part  of  nature,  which  feemi  to  delight 
in  w'earing  a  vizard,  and  fporting  with 
the  credulity  of  mankind.  Noble  ad¬ 
vances  liave  been  made  towards  pnUin|* 
off  this  maik  from  the  face  of  nature  bf 
the  moft  exalted  geniufet,  by  a  Pytha¬ 
goras  and  an  Ariftotle,  by  a  Newton  and 
a  Locke;  but  perhape  it  lhatl  never  be 
fully  accomplilhtd  tUl  time  (hall  be  no 
more.

will  immediately  perceive  what  ftrangc 
and  uncouth  notions*  he  has  concerning 
thefe  things.  To  him,  indeed,  nature 
wears  a  maik.  You  may  as  fuon  per- 
fuade  him  that  hTl  bead  whirls  round 
upon  his  ihouiders,  as  that  the  earth 
turns  round  upon  its  axis;  or  that  the 
fire  will  not  burn  his  neih,*as  (hat  there 
is  DO  fuch  quality  as  beat  inherent  in  the 
Arc  ilfclL  Tcacb  hiis.  that  colours 


rot  in  bndica,  but  that  they  are  only 
ideas  rai fed  in  the  human  miixl  by  the 
various  modificsti^m  of  the  rays  of  light 
reflc^^ted  from  the  vifible  fiioerficies,  and 
be  will  immediately  think'  or  pronounce 
you  a  madman. — The  moral  which  I 
draw  from  the  whole  is  this,  viz.  that 
we  ought  not  to  judge  of  men  or  things 
by  bare  outward  appearance.  \Vc  ought 
to  fufpend  onr  determination  till  wc 
have  examined  ll»e  Itcrct  fprings  of 
them,  and  confidered  the  undue  media 
through  which  they  Aopear.  Almod 
every  ebje^  in  nature  offers  itfelf  to  our 
view  through  a  deceitful  mirror.  If  wc 
m.ake  ra(h  concinlions  from  the  mere  ex¬ 
ternal  afpeft,  from  th.at  which  tirO  ftrikes 
our  imagination,  wc  (hall  certainly  be 
deceived.  The  fervant-maid,  at  our 
market,  you  wpuld  h.ive  midaketi  for 
my  lady,  and  a  petty  cobler  for  an  cf- 
<]uire.  The  medium  diltance,  lituation, 
and  many  other  accidents  that  raife  an 
idea  in  the  mind  quite  different  from  the 
reality  of  things,  mud  be  taken  into  the 
account,  if  we  would  difeover  truth,  and 
not  make  a  falfe  eftimate.  Let  us  en¬ 
deavour,  then,  to  take  off  the  difguife 
which  deceives  the  gazing,  but  giddy 
and  unthinkmg,  multitude.

Mr  Dissipate  is  engaged  in  a  ve¬ 
ry  extenfive  way'  of  bulinefs,  and 
is  at  once  the  mod  lazy  and  the  mod  in- 
dudrious  fellow  alive:  He  is  fatigued  to 
death  if  he  writes  a  few  lines  to  a  corre-

TTIE  following  are  the  outlines  of  the 
plan  of  a  treaty,  propofed  by  gen. 
Morrifort,  between  the  Great  Mogul  and 
bis  Biitannic  majelly,  with  fome  re¬ 
marks  on  the  advantages  that  would  ac¬ 
crue  tothe  Britilh  nation  from  adopting 
this  plan. 

!•  That  an  alliance,  offenfive  and  de- 
fenfive,  be  entered  into  between  his  Bri¬ 
tannic  majelly  and  Shah  Allum  upon  the 
principles  formerly  laid  down,  with  fuch 
alterations  as  the  wirdom  of  parliament 
and  hie  majelly’s  councils  may  judge  ne- 
cclVary. 

a.  That  a  new  charter  be  granted  to 
the  Eafl-India  company,  confining  their 
attention  to  commerce  alone. 

.3.  That  the  revenue,  the  civil,  politi¬ 
cal,  and  military  departments,  be  intirc- 
ly  under  the  controul  of  a  viceroy  and  a 
council  of  fixteen,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  crown,  and  accountable  to  parlia¬ 
ment  for  their  condud. 

4.  That  they  be-i«terdi»5led,  by  the 
feverell  penalties,  trom  all  concern,  di¬ 
rectly  or  indirectly,  in  trade. 

5.  That  their  falaries  be  ample  and 
fixed,  with  an  allowance  of  fo  much  per 
cent,  upon  the  lurplus,  when  the  reve¬ 
nues  fliould  exceed  a  certain  determined 
fum.  .This  would  give  them  a  Itronger 
intertll  in  the  encouragement  of  agricul¬ 
ture,  freedom  of  trade,  and  every  mca- 
hire  that  might  honourably  tend  to  an 
incrcafc  of  revenue. 

6.  That- the  viceroy’s  refidence  may  at, 
fii  ft  be  at  Morftiedabad,  to  be  removed 


hereafter,  if  necelTary,  nearer  to  the 
center,  when  the  provinces  of  the  Dccan 
and  the  Concan  arc  added  to  the  Britilh  ^ 
dominions. 

7.  That  the- viceroy  .fliould  have  the 
whole  executive  power;  but  the  reve¬ 
nue,  and  every  new  dtflibcrativc  mea- 
furc,  to  fall  under  the  conlideratioii  of 
the  viceroy  and  council. 

8.  That  fix  of  the  council  remain  al¬ 
ways  with  the  viceroy;  three  to  refidc 
at  Calcutta,  three  at  Madras,  three  at 
Bombay,  and  one  as  envoy  at  the  court 
of  the  Great  Mogul. 

9.  That  there  be  alfo  fixteen  junior  • 
counl'cliors,  to  fupply  vacancies  in  cafe 
of  death  or  rtfignarion;  out  of  which  • 
body,  rcfidenls,  if  thought  ncceflary, 
might  be  appointed  to  different  fubor- 
dinatcb. 

10.  That  every  thing  of  a  judicial  na¬ 
ture  be  left  intircly  to  Enghfli  and  In-  * 
dian  judges,  except  in  cafes  of  appeal  to 
the  viceroy  and  council. 

11.  That  fuch  Zemindars  as  may  adt 
■as  Judges  fliall  have  no  concern,  as  at 
prefent,  in  thccollrdtion  of  the  revenues, 
but  other  officers  be  appointed  to  that  ' 
department. 

I  a.  That  Nabobs,  Raj.is,  and  Eoujdart  • 

■  (hall  prelide’over  provinces  and  diftri^i, 
with  certain  executive  and  colledite  > 
powers;  to  account  regularly  for  the  .

14.  That  the  iandi  fliould  be  let  is 
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lots,  cither  for  life  or  a  ccrtsin  term  of 
years,  at  a  fixed  moderate  rent;  which 
would  tend  greatly  to  promote  the  in- 
dufiry  of  the  farmer,  upon  his  feeing  a 
certain  profpt(5t  of  reward  for  his  labour, 
and  a  lecnriiy  fur  his  property  when  he 
has  acquired  it. 

15.  That  Itrirff  attention  be  paid  to 
the  cclledors,  and  ready  redrefs  be  gi- 
\en  to  every  well  founded  complaint. 

16.  That  every  kind  of  fccurity  for 
perfoii  and  property  fhould  be  proclaim¬ 
ed  abroad,  and  religioully  obferved,  par¬ 
ticularly  with  regard  to  merchants  from 
rcifii,  Tarlary,  and  other  diftant  coun¬ 
tries. 

17.  That  great  endeavours  be  ufed, 
by  premiums  and  advance  of  money,  to 
improve  the  manufacture  of  fine  goods, 
which  has  declined  greatly  in  coufe- 
<picncc  of  the  diftraetions  of  the  coun- 

.  .  . 

18.  That  the  company,  in  their  com- 
ii'.ercial  line,  be  fubjeCt  to  no  controul, 
except  when  evidently  tranfgrefiing  their 
limits;  and  that  powers  of  appeal  to  the 
king  arrd  council  be  lodged  wiih  the  go- 
\»ruor‘<  of  the  refpeCtive  prefidencies, 
when  the  lealt  impediment  is  thrown  in 
their  vnay  by  the  fervants  of  the  crown. 

19.  'I'h  rt  government  agree  to  pay 
the  company,  by  appraifement,  for  all 
their  forts,  (lores,  and  military  appara¬ 
tus,  to  be  made  good  by  yearly  iiiilal- 
meuls  out  of  the  revenues. 

ao.  That  all  government  remittances 
be  tranfaCled  by  the  company,  and  be 
p.^id  into  the  tteafuries  of  the  relpeCtive 
pnlidcncics  fevt-n  or  right  months  before 
the  goods  arc  brought  from  the  maiui- 
faCtories  to  the  company’s  warchoules, 
which  would  enable  them  to  go  to  mar¬

IX.  That,  as  a  fleet  would  be  always 
necclfary,  fhips  be  contracted  for  by  the 
viceroy  and  council,  and  built  by  the 
company,  of  teck  wood,  which  is  ex¬ 
tremely  durable,  and  w'ould  prove  an 
immenfe  laving  to  Great  Britain.  Thefc 
Drips  might  be  manned,  partly  with  Bri- 
tilh  Teamen,  and  partly  by  Lafears  and 
Malays,  who,  if  bred  young,  would  make 
excellent  Tailors. 

25.  That  all  the  natives  of  the  caft, 
with  fuch  Europeans  as  may  have  the 
company’s  licence,  be  protected  in  an 
uninterrupted  commerce,  fubjeCt  to  fuch 
duties  as  may,  as  nearly  as  poDible,  e- 
nable  every  trader  to  go  to  maHcet  on 
equal  terms,  the  advantages  being  al¬ 
ways,  though  not  too  highly,  in  favour 
of  the  fubjeCls  of  Great  Britain  ;  other- 
wife  monopolies  will  Dill  continue  to 
diltreis  the  empire,  and  deter  the  natives 
of  remoter  countries  from  vifiling  our 
provinces. 

I  would  not,  in  the  above  Iketch  (to 
which  many  other  important  articles 
might  be  added),  wiDi  to  be  conlidcred 
as  diclatiug  to  adminiDration  or  direc¬ 
tion  in  their  great  arrangements.-  Their 
luperior  opportunities  for  knowledge 
will  no  doubt  fuggeD  to  them  many  im¬ 
provements.  My  defign  is  only  to  point 
out  to  the  public  at  large,  in  the  gene¬ 
ral  and  great  line,  the  eafe  with' which  a 
plan  of  this  nature  might  be  carried  into 
execution,  without  any  of  thefe  dangers, 
difficulties,  or  cxpciices,  which,  at  the 
fiiD  bluili,  might  alarm  the  uninformed* 

MoD  of  the  advantages  to  be  expeCted 
from  the  propofed  alliance  and  the  con- 
fcquent  arrangements  appear  to  be  fclf- 
evident ;  but  as  Tome  of  them,  and  thofe 
of  high  importance,  require  a  completer 
inveDigation,  I  Diall  fpeaktothem  a  little 
more  fully,  and  then,  with  fomc  general 
inferences,  conclude  the  whole. 

And  firll,  with  regard  to  the  revenue, 
which,  clear  of  all  charges,  civil  and  mi¬ 
litary,  would  then  flow  into  the  treafury 
of  Gieai  Britain  (and  which  might  be 
allotted  intirely  for  the  difeharging  of 
the  national  debt),  it  would  foon  amount 
to  full  two  millions  per  annum*  In 
this  eDimate  I  neither  include  the  reve¬ 
nues  of  the  Concan  and  the  Dccan  (of 
which,  in  Id's  than  two  years,  we  (hould 
dilpoDeTs  the  Mahrattoes  and  the  Nizam, 
or  render  them  tributary,  almoD  wilhcml 
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drawing  a  fword),  nor  thofe  of  the  Bed- 
Tiure  and  Sunda  profinces/ufurped  by 
Hydcr  Ali,  and  of  which  the  Rajas,  the 
rightful  owners,  would  gladly  acknow¬ 
ledge  us  fuperiors,  with  a  certain  annual 
tribute,  and  put  us  in  poflfeflion,  at  the 
fame  time,  of  Bangalore,  Mangalore, 
Carwar,  and  other  places  of  importance, 
whereby  we  might  not  only  have  the  in¬ 
tire  command  of  all  imports  and  ex¬ 
ports,  but  cut  i  ff  H\dtr  from  all  com¬ 
munication  with  the  Tea.  The  Mahrat- 
tocs  draw  at  prefent  from  the  Concan 
above  800,000 1-  yeaily:  the  Decan  is 
rich,  and  much  more  extenfive;  and  the 
revenues  of  Bednure  and  Sunda  yield 
near  1,400,000!.  one  half  of  which  the 
Rajas  would  thankfully  give  up  to  enjoy 
the  other  without  future  dread  of  the 
oppreffive  and  mcrcilefs  Hyder.  Thefe, 
therefore,  allowing  all  the  tributary  Sou- 
bas  and  Rajas  to  enjoy  in  fecurity  a 
much  greater  revenue  than  they  do  at 
prefent,  would  bring  in  above  two  mil¬ 
lions  more,  and  at  the  fame  time  com¬ 
mand  the  whole  trade  in  cottons,  pep¬ 
pers,  cardamums,  and  other  valuable 
commodities.  The  whole  of  this  reve¬ 
nue  government  could  receive  in  Eng¬ 
land  without  draining  Hindoftan  of  their 
current  hlver,  which  would,  efpecially 
at  prefent,  be  a  moft  pernicious  fyftcm, 
and  foon  tend  to  the  deftrudtion  of  all 
trade;  for,  in  a  country  where  no  pa¬ 
per  credit' exifts,  money  becoming  the 
only  fymbol  of  trade,  unlefs  a  due  me¬ 
dium  is  preferved  between  the  fymbol 
and  the  commodity,  commerce  muft 
proportionably  be  hurt.  The  Icarcity 
of  circulating  calh  at  prefent  in  Hindof¬ 
tan  is  one  great  caufe  of  the  ftagnation 
of  trade,  whilft  that  ftagnation  of  trade 
operates,  as  it  ever  muft,  in  a  reciprocal 
ratio  upon  the  circulating  calh.  The 
cuftom  too,  originating  from  the  turbu¬ 
lence  and  delpotifm  of  thofe  eaftern  go¬ 
vernments,  of  people  of  property  bury¬ 
ing  one  third  of  their  fortune,  invefting 
another  in  jewels,  and  referving  only  a 
third  part  for  trade  and  the  means  of  li- 
ving,  joined  to  the  fums  fent  to  China, 
and  thofe  accumulated  by  the  Mahrat- 
toes,  Hydcr,  Coflim  Ali,  and  other  public 
robbers,  have  altogether  contributed  to 
render  this  already  an  evil  of  too  alarm¬ 
ing  a  nature  not  to  be  immediately  and 
eftecftually  checked.  The  idea  of  a  na¬ 
tional  bank  in  India,'  adopted  by  Mr 
Smith,  might  indeed  apply  a  faluiary  re¬ 
medy;  but,  however  plaufiblc  it  may 


appear,  it  muft  be  the  confideratlon  of  m 
diftani  day;  for  all,  or  moft  of  the  ar** 
rangementb  here  propofed,  muft  have  ta¬ 
ken  effect,  and  univerfal  fecurity  and 
tranquilliiy  have  prevailed,  before  a  fpe- 
culaiive  point  of  fuch  confcqucncc  can 
be  ferioufly  attended  to.

IT  would  carry  me  too  far  to. proceed 
to  a  further  detail  of  the  varioiui 
feeds  Mr  Blake  has  from  time  to  time 
conveyed  to  England,  fince  he  6rft  fet 
out  for  China  the  latter  end  of  the  year 
1766,  or  to  enumerate  the  many  plants 
that  arc  now  flouriftiing  in  feverat  bota¬ 
nic  gardens  in  and  about  this  metropolis ; 
as  alfo  in  fome  of  our  moft  fouthciii 
counties  in  the  weft  parts  of  England  ; 
amongWhich  arc  a  variety  of  new  fpe- 
cies,  the  feeds  whereof,  I  am  informed^, 
were  put  by  Mr  Blake’s  own  hand  in  fo 
peculiar  a  manner,  as  not  only  to  have 
preferved»,  their  vegetative  qualities  to 
England,  but  likewife  for  the  freond 
feafon  of  fowing  in  America. 

He  alfo  fent  home,  at  various  timely 
above  fifty  drawings  of  choice  plants^ 
moft  curioufly  delineated  from  nature^ 
with  all  their  parts  of  fru^ification  dif^ 
fedted  bj  himfelf,  and  coloured,  whiciL 
are  now  in  the  pofleftion  of  his  father^ 
John  Blake,  Efq;  of  Parliament-ftreet^ 
and  have  been  (hewn  to  many  of  the  cu¬ 
rious,  particularly  to  that  ingeniAus  and 
learned  botanift,  Dr  Solander,  who  hat 
declared  them  to  be  exquifite  perform¬ 
ances,  and  hasclaffed  and  arranged  them 
according  to  the  great  Linnaeus’s  fyftcm, 
from  the  parts  of  the  frudificatton  of  the 
plants  accurately  deferibed  in  the  faid 
drawings. 

If  it  had  pleafed  God  to  have  fpared 
Mr  Blake’s  life,  he  intended  in  like  man¬ 
ner  to  have  gone  through  the  whole  bon 
tanic  fyftcm  of  China;  for  which  por- 
pofe,- and  to  forward  his  work,  be  had 
engaged  to  hit  affiftancc  one  of  the  mofr 
ingenious  artiftt  of  the  pencil  in  China, 
who,  under  Mr  Blake’s  dirt  dlions,  fol¬ 
lowed  nature  is  near  ai  pencil  and  psinh. 
ing  could  reach.  This  perfon,  1  am  told, 
Mr  Blake,  it  no  fmall  expeocc,  had  re¬ 
tained  .folely-  in  his  fervice,  and  more¬ 
over  engaged  him  uoder  conUa^ 
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continue  with  him  fo  long  as  he  Hiould 
remain  in  Cl\ina.  Thia  iiflTiltaiU  wns  in 
^Ir  Blake’s  apartments  in  the  fa«5lory 
-t  very  day  from  nine  in  the  morning  till 
li)v  in  the  evening,  for  three  or  four 
year.^  pill;  and  in  the  leifure  time,  after 
'4 he  ihipping  were  dilpatched  for  Karope, 
Mr  Ulakc*  fat  at  tlie  fame  table  with  him 
eight  or  nine  hours  a-day,  laying  out 
tlic  natural  fpccimens  as  tliey  were  from 
lime  to  time  gathered,  dli]c*Sing  the 
parts  of  fi uclification  (which  the  Chi- 
ktiow  nothing  of),  and  drawing 
the  ontTmes  for  has  aOitlnnt  to  colour 
anil  tiaith  them  ;  all  which  arc  fo  cle- 
gintly  and  well  tlifpofed,  as  to  appear 
like  the  natural  plant  itfelf  to  every  one 
naIio  had  viewed  them. 

Mr  Blake’s  genius  was  not  confined  to 
botanic  fnbjecls  i‘nlv ;  he  h  id  begun  to 
ci)!le(Jt  tVtlils  aiul  01  es,  or  rather  to  pro¬ 
cure  them;  for  Europeans  are  literally 
impri toned  Alien  at  Canti»n,  in  a  lcf» 
Ip.ice  of  privilcgtd  ground  than  is  allow¬ 
ed  to  many  pril'oners  for  debt  in  E»ig- 
Eind;  rdthough,  when  they  retire  to  the 
ifiand  of  Macao,  in  the  abfence’  of  the 
Shipping,  they  have  a  1  nige  »>f  larger  ex- 
tertt.  'rhisillind  is  dee. ueal  the  Euro¬ 
pean  country  recefs;  and  though  fo  de- 
hrable,  particularly  during  the  hot  fea- 
fwu,  yet  Mr  Blake,  I  have  been  inform - 

♦  d,  denied  himfelf  that  fatihf.i^liori  one 
year.  \Vhcn  a  fliip,  who  had  lod  her 
pifi'ige,  remained  in  Canton  livtr,  aiul 

•  oiue  of  Ihc  fupcr-cargoci  being  allowed 
to  continue  at  the  factory,  he  preferred 
•/tiuaiai.ig  there  the  whole  year,  to  view 
tire  progrefj  of  fume  particular  plants 
through  the  various  feafons;  by  which, 
nnd  a  too  fedentary  life,  he  brought  on 
ii  gravelly  ct»irplaint,  and  once  had  a 
ruoll  feverc  lit  of  the  ftone,  which  en- 
<laiigcre*d  his  life.  It  is  believed  a  re¬ 
turn  of  this  difordcr  brought  on  the 
fever,  of  which,  alter  a  Ihort  illnefs,  he 
died  at  C.niton  the  i6th  of  November 
I  ill,  ten  days  before  this  Ihip  failed  from 
thence,  gicatly  lamented  by  all  the  gen- 
i!;mcn  ot  our  factory,  and  other  Euro¬ 
peans  in  that  place,  as  likewife  by  the 
riuncfe,  who,  we  hear,  held  him  in 
great  elU  ern. 

Hut  to  proceed  :  Mineralogy  was  like- 
'viic  a  blanch  of  his  refe.nches;  arid 
tome  time  ago  he  fent  Mr  Ellis,  before 
mculloncd,  a  fpecimen  of  lead  ore  from 
a  mine  the  Chinefc  h.ad  of  late  difeover- 
t i  in  the  interior  parts  of  China ;  and, 


by  one  of  the  (hips  arrived  in  England 
laft  fn mmer,  he  forwarded  a  fpecimen  • 
of  the  ore  paaktongt  or  *white  copper ^ 
from  the  mines  in  the  province  of  Yun¬ 
nan.  together  with  zink,or  fpclicr,  and 
other  materials;  as  alfo  the  procelTcs  by 
which  this  beautiful  metal  is  made  into 
ntcnlils  of  various  forts  in  China  for  the 
table,  lide* board,  &c.  in  order  for  expe¬ 
riments  to  be  made  thereby  in  England, 
under  the  diredion  of  his  friend  Mr  Sa¬ 
muel  More,  fecretary  to  the  lociety  for 
the  encouragement  of  arts,  manufac¬ 
tures  and  commerce;  vihich  gentleman, 
from  thele  nwteriaU  and  proetiTes,  pro¬ 
duced  a  metal  equally  white  and  pure, 
hut  more  ductile  than  the  Chiutfe  make 
it  themlelves;  his  fpecimen  having  been 
flatted  ill  a  mill  to  the  thinnefs  of  common 
piper:  and  from  the  appearance  of  the 
Chinefc  copper  ore  Mr  Blake  has  fentj 
(w’hichl  have feen)  there  isreafon  tohope 
a  limilar  one  may  be  hnind  in  this  country 
in  our  copper  mines ;  which  ore,  befure  it 
is  divcUed  of  its  arfenical  qualities,  and 
other  matters  with  wh’ch  it  is  mixed  in 
the  niine,  and  rendered  too  pure  for  • 
this  operation,  may  pri^aUy,  by  the 
fame  procefTes,  w'hiten  with  ziuk,  and 
the  other  materials  which  are  obtain¬ 
able  in  England.  .  , 

Mr  Blake  likewife  fent  to  Mr  More 
fpccimens  of  the  earths,  clays,  fand,  ftone, 
and  other  materials  iifcd  in  making  the 
true  Nanking  porcelaine,  all  which  Mr 
More  put  into  the  hands  of  Mr  Wedge- 
wood,  the  rrx'ft  celebrated  potter  in  this  , 
c.mntry.  .This  ingenious  aitift,  from 
tlufc  materials,  Iras  produced  lutne  pie- 
CCS  of  excellent  porcelaine,  and  has  de¬ 
clared  the  earths,  &c.  were  fo  compleat  • 
a  fet  of  fpceimcns,  and  fo  fimple,  as,  be-  . 
yend  a  doubt,  to  be  the  true  porcelaine  . 
materials,  and  has  efteeraed  them  a  moft 
valuable  prclent,  dtliririg  nothing  more  . 
tlun  a  larger  quantity  to  be  forwarded  to 
dift'ercntcouniier  in  England,  in  order  to  - 
fearch  for  the  like  materials,  and  re¬ 
queuing  .to  be  further  favoured  by  Mr 
Blake  with  a  dcfcripiion  relative  to  the 
nature  of  the  lands  the  mati rials  were 
found  upon  in  .China,  or  what  mines  or  . 
minerals  accompanied  them,  to  lead  to  a  • 
farther  difeovery  here,  with  plans  and  • 
ftClions  of  their  kilns,  which  Mr  Blake 
would  douhtlelk  have  procured;  for  be 
W.1S  endeavouring  to  cclledl  models  of 
machines  ufetl  in  every  art  and  manu* 
fachi re  carried  on  among  that  people,  ia 
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order  t  hint  reduce  into  his  native  coun- 
try  every  thing  that  that  empire  could 
fnrnilh  cither  in  nature  or  art.  ’  ' 

He  was  alfo  afliduous  on  fetting  forth 
the  various  fpccimens  of  art  and  inge¬ 
nuity  in  gold,  fdver,  enamel,  ivory,  co¬ 
lours,  paintings  on  glafs,  inlets  and 
moths,  feveral  of  them  non  defeript, 
i^’hicb  Mr  Blake  of  Canton  has  forward¬ 
ed  to  his  father,  all  w^hich  1  have  leCn. 
Having  indulged  myfelf  with  the  heart¬ 
felt  fatisfa(^ion  of  paying  this  tribute  to 
fo  meritorious  a  youth,  fnatched  from 
u's  in  the  prime  of  life,  being  lately  in¬ 


formed  he  was  but  juft  entered  on  the 
a9th  year  of  his  age,  I  coudude  \vith 
affuranccs,  from  my  own  knowdedge  of 
his  father’s  public  fprrit,  and  his  havin]^

The  Venetians  fent  a  vcflclon- 
a  limilar  errand,  but  have  not  been  able 
to  obtain  redrefs.” 

Peter fhur^h.  May  “  The  Porte, 

(ecking  to  diftrefs  thc  government  by  in¬ 
ternal  troubles,  fent  Selim  Oucrai,  an- 
tieot  5chan  of  the’  Tartars,  among  the 
Nogais  Tartars  into  Cuban.  Thcfc  Tar¬ 
tars,  having  the  chan  at  their  head,  at¬ 
tempted  to  oblige  other  nations  of  Tar¬ 
tars  to  join  them ;  but  thefe  being  joined 
by  lieut.  gen.  BuckwattofF,  totally  'de-* 
fcated  them;  and  the  chan,  being  aban¬ 
doned  by  moft  of;  his  adherents,  diftri- 
buted  among  ihofe’that  continued  with* 
him  all  the  money  he  had  received  from 
the  Porte,  and  retired  to  Natolia,  with- 
two  princes  of  the  honfe  of  Guerai,  who 
had  accompanied  him  on  that  expedi¬ 
tion.”

Wdrfa^vj,  May  \ A*  “  Since  the 
lilt,  the  Pruffian  troops  greatly  incrcafc  iit 
Great  Poland;  their  commardit^g’ offi¬ 
cers,  as  in  time  of  war,  have  icalcd  up  or¬ 
ders,  which  they  dare  not  open  till  they 
arrive  at  certain  places  v  690  men  of  the^

fleben  regiment,  and  a  train  of  artillery,, 
are  juft  arrived  at  Cujavia.

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SWEDEN. 

Stockholm,  May  a8.  “  It  is  in  fomc 
Tfl'pcifts  remarkable,  that  our  court  had 
ifviclligence  of  the  deceafe  of  the  French 
king  t  wcniy^fonr  hours  fooner  than  the 
TrL-Dch  ambalFador.  It  is  the  general 
opinion  here,  that  the  late  event  in 
Frince  will  have  a  great  influence  over 
our  domeftic  affairs. 

“  The  new  Britifli  minifter,  MrTuli- 
man,  has  frequent  conferences  with  the 
French  and  Spanifli  mioifters,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  hnce  the  news  of  the  late  event 
in  France  arrived  here. 

“  Our  royal  academy  of  fciences  have 
appointed  Dr  Jofeph  Prieltley  (an  Englifh 
gentleman),  who  has  rendered  himfelf 
famous  in  the  literary  world  by  his  pub¬ 
lications  of  “  the  lliftory  of  the  prefent 
State  ••f  Eledncity,  and  the  Hiftory  of 
Optics,”  a  member  of  that  academy.” 

HOLLAND. 

Hogue,  June  3.  “  The  court  of 

Spain  has  ordered  frefh  reprefentations 
to  be  made  to  the  ftates  general  of  the 
united  provinces,  with  refpe^t  to  the  en- 
lifting  Spanilh  failors  on  board  Dutch  vef- 
fcls,  and  has alfoimprifonedfcvcral  Dutch 
officers  in  Spain  for  the  above  practices; 
and  having  declared,  that  if  the  failors 
enlilted  by  them  are  not  returned  with¬ 
in  a  limited  period,  they  fliall  Uiffcr  the 
punidiment  of  fnch  crimes,  the  ftates- 
general  have  ilTued  orders  to  comply 
puniftnally  wiin  his  Catholic  majclty’s 
Tequeft. 

FRANCE. 

Parit,  June  6.  It  is  affured  that  the 
king,  among  other  plans  of  ceconomy,  is 
rcfolved,  for  the  fu‘ure,  to  have  but  two 
ambalTadors,  one  for  the  court  of  Vien¬ 
na,  and  the  other  for  that  of  London, 
and  to  fend  to  all  other  foreign  powers 
only  minifters  of  the  fecond  rank.  His 
xnajefty  has  declared  his  determination 
to  preferve  the  peace  with  all  the  powers 
of  Europe,  at  all  events,  conffftent  with 
the  dignity  of  hU  crown,  in  order  by 
peace  to  make  confiderable  favings,  and 
by  that  means  relieve  his  people  by  di(- 
charging  the  debts  of  the  (late.  By  cal* 
culations  of  plans  already  projected,  it  is 
found  that  a  faving  of  100,000,000  of 
livres  will  be  made  ia  the  two  hrft 
years.” 


Paris,  June  10.  “  The  chanccllcsr 
Mopeau  is  become  as  great  a  favourite 
with  Louis  XVL  as  with  his  predeceflbr# 
Not  a  day  paffes  but  he  is  clofeted  twice 
or  more  with  his  majefty;  and  to  thefe 
conferences  none  are  admitted  but  the 
due  de  Choifcul,  and  the  chevalier  de 
Maurepas;and  the  point  on  which  thelc 
clofetings  turn  is  that  of  eftabliffiing  a 
permanent  adrniniftration.  The  report 
that  the  brevets  for  minifters  were  an¬ 
nulled  is  abfulutely  falfe,  as  a  brevet  baa 
juft  been  iffued  to  the  chevalier  de  Muy. 
The  due  d’ Aiguillon,  it  is  faid,  will  be 
baniftied  from  court,  and  fome  of  his 
poirdlions  will  be  feized  for  the  ufe  of 
the  crown.” 

AFRICA. 

Giht altar.  May  20.  The  dey  and 
regency  of  Algiers  have  juft  fenl  over  hi¬ 
ther  a  farther  refolution  refpe^ting  Mr 
Frafer  the  conful,  who  is  now  here,  that 
they  will  not  admit  any  Englilh  conful 
to  rcfidc  at  Algiers,  unlefs  he  fubmits  td 
the  ufages  and  cuftoms  which  the  con- 
fuls  of  all  other  nations  do.  This  refo¬ 
lution  was  notified,  in  the  moft  peremp¬ 
tory  manner,  as  the  ultimatum  of  the 
dey  and  regency,  which  they  mean  to 
abide  by.  Indeed  it  is  but  too  plairt 
that  a  rupture  bctw’cen  Great  Britain 
and  fome  of  the  powers  of  Barbary  will 
foon  lake  place,  as  the  infolcnce  of  the 
latter  is  of  late  much  increafed,  fcveral 
Englifh  veflels  having  been  pillaged  and 
ill  treated  by  the  Corfairs.”

Ne^hern  ( North  Carolina ), 
pril  I.  “  On  Saturday  the  19th  of 
March,  the  houfe  of  aflfembly  wait¬ 
ed  on  his  excellency  the  governor  with 
a  number  of  bills,  which  they  had  pre¬ 
pared  for  his  aflent.  His  exceflency 
pafled  all  of  them,  except  the  bill’ for 
eftabliffiing  fuperior  courts,  and  then 
made  the  following  fpeech  :

“  I  have  pafled  every  bill  you  have 
prefented  to  me  but  one,  and  thaf^the 
mod  important  of  any. 

**  1  can  never  find  myfelf  in  a  fftuatioB 
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ifnorc  afftfdting  to  my  fenfibility,  than 
when  the  duty  I  owe  my  fovereign  op- 
poles  my  compliance  with  your  withes. 
Such,  gentlemen,  is  the  unhippy  predi¬ 
cament  to  which  you  have  reduced  me, 
by  offering  your  bill  for  eftabliiliing  lu- 
perior  courts  of  juftice  in  its  prefenc 
rorm;  and,  upon  that  principle,  1  have 
been  obliged  ty  with-hold  my  affent 
to  it.  • 

“  I  had  flattered  myfclf,  gentlemen, 
that  my  open,  free,  and  candid  commu¬ 
nication  of  his  majelly’s  royal  inflfu^ions 
to  me  upon  the  provilions  of  that  fiill; 
my  repeated  affurances  to  you,  that  my 
condmft  may  be  regulated  thereby,  and 
the  fiticerc  inclinations  I  have  conftantly 
expreffed  and  manifefted,  to  concur  with 
you  in  any  plans  of  conhilency,  not  re¬ 
pugnant  to  thofe  ^ule^,  would  have  de¬ 
fended  me  from  thofe  tender  feelings 
that  now  ripprefs  my  heart. 

“  Jfy  Gentlemen,  the  peace  and  fecu- 
rity,  the  honour  and  general  interefts  of 
this  colony  are  dear  to  you,  confider 
’  how  much  they  are  at  flake;  and  that 
you  may  flill  provide  effectually  for  their 
prefervation,  I  am,  and  ever  have  been, 
ready  to  meet  your  deflres  to  the  utmuft 
extent  of  my  power.  Becaufe  that  ad¬ 
mits  not  of  my  doing  all  you  wifli,  let 
it  not  be  a  reafon,  Grntlemen,  for  facri- 
ficiiig  all  that  is  valuable,'  and  to  make 
me  longer  mourn  over  the  mileries  of 
your  country  with  heart-felt  devotion  to 
its  fervicc. 

**  The  deliverance  of  the  province 
from  its  prefent  melancholy  and  diftrefs- 
*ful  ftate  is  an  objtCt  worthy  all  your  at¬ 
tention;  and  may  the  Almighty  guide 
your  councils  to  the  perfeCt  refloration  of 
its  profperity,  and  the  great  advancement 
•of  its  glory  and  happinefs.

Postscript  to  Foreign  Historv. 

ConJigHtinopfet  April  18.  The 
caitnacan,  or  vice-vizii  S  diman  Pacha, 
wasdepofed  the  4th  of  this  month,  ana 
received  orders  from  the  grand  li^nior  to’ 
go  to  Warna,  as  governor  of  that  place.

Smyrng\  April  16.  “  The  public 

tranquility  hath  been  a  long  time  difliir- 
bed  by  the  recruits  levying  here  for  the 
land  and  Tea- forces.  Thele  new  foldiert, 
or  rather  thefe  robbers,  daily  commit 
fonfe  cxceffeH,  and  give  themfdvet  up 
to  all  forts  of  diforders  with  impunity;

'  Peter/hurght  May  li,  Accordinj^ 
to  the  lafl  accounts  received  from  the  ar¬ 
my  of  Arid  maffhai  count  Romanzow^ 
two  bodies  of  CroOps,  ohe  comaiaoded' 
by  lieutenant-general  Suwarow,  and  the 
other  by  lieutenant-general  itamenlkoyf' 
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have  palTcd  the  Danube,  and  encamped 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  tfie  Lake  Ca- 
raflii,  without  meeting  with  any  obftruc- 
tion  from  the  Turks;  and  that  the  count 
de  Ri^manzow  only  waits  for  orders  from 
coijit  to  pals  that  river  with  his  vvholc 
army.

ENGLAND. 

London,  June  ii. — to  i8. 

They  write  from  Warfaw,  that  the 
Rrffiin  minirter  there  has  declared,  that 
the  king  of  Sweden  is  expeded  at  Pe- 
terfburgh  in  the  month  of  Auguft  inceg, 
and  that  he  has  entered  into  a  treaty  \%  ith 
the  three  united  powers;  according  to 
which  he  guarantees  to  them  their  new 
acquifitions  in  Poland,  and  they  guaran¬ 
tee  to  him  the  fupnort  of  the’ new  form 
cf  government  in  Sweden. 

A  letter  from  Berlin,  dated  June  9. 
by,  ,  Hu  PruiTiau  majeft^’  his  given  or¬ 


ders  that  the  city  of  Maricnbargh  in 
New  PriiffM  flull  be  fiirtified  in  the 
ftrongeft  manner,  and  garrifoned  con- 
ftantly  with  8oq  men  ;  in  the  fame  man¬ 
ner  are  all  the  cities  and  towns  in  the 
new  acquifitions  to  be  garrifoned  and  for¬ 
tified,  and  the  regiments  are  now  aug¬ 
menting  for  that  purpote,” 

The  Pruft'ian  monarcif,  we  hear,  has 
greatly  low’ered  in  his  demands,  anil  al- 
t.  red  his  tone  fince  the  demife  of  Louis 
X\k  He  now  begins  to  fear  that  Great 
Briftiri  will  be  at  lead  neutral,  while 
France  and  »he  emperor  join  to  confine 
him  w’i^hiu  ihe  limits  he  poflefled  at  the 
bieaking  out  I'f  the  general  war  in  1741.’ 

The  empcr»'r  has  invited  to  Vienna  all 
the  chiefs  of  the  country  ceded  to  him, 
on  w  horn  he  is  heaping  favours,  and  is 
providing  for  them  or  their  relations,  ei¬ 
ther  by  appointments  in  his  army,  or  the 
civil  depirtment,  as  they  arc  fitted  to 
fucceed  in  the  one  or  the  other. 

They  write  from  Upper  Auftria,  that 
the  town  of  Moudfer,  conlifting  of  177 
houfe*,  is  intircly  burnt  down,  together 
with  the  paiilh  church,  two  chapels,  and 
the  convciit. 

The  prince  of  Brunfwick  is,  we  hear,, 
to  he  declared  ci>mmander  in  chief  of  the 
forces  in  the  vle<5forate  of  Hanover. 

The  king  of  Denmark,  in  order  to  en¬ 
courage  the  art  of  printing  within  his 
dominions,  is  about  to  take  oft  the  duty 
on  paper  imported,  and  gieaily  augment 
thofe  on  books  brought  from  foreign 
countries. 

A  letter  from  Paris,  dated  June  6-  fays, 
**  Among  other  things  piopofed  for  the 
relief  of  \m  majefty’s  fuhjeift-,  the  king 
intends  that  the  liiuls  belonging  to  the 
nobility  and  gentry,  many  of  which  pay 
nothing,  null  be  taxed  in  fuch  a  manner 
that  thofe  of  tlie  inferior  clafs  may  be 
cafed.  The  governors  of  provinceii  arc 
from  henc'forward  to  be  honorary  com¬ 
mands  only,  without  any  appointments 
annexed,  his  majeftv  bciiig  well’  aflured, 
that  thofe  on' whom  he  lhall  confer' fuch 
Commands,  will  be  very  well  able  to 
make  a  figure  anTwerablc  to  them.  Hit 
majefty  has  given  orders  that  ail  perfona 
who  have  any  petitions,  memorials,  or 
even  any  fealed  letters,  to  deliver  to  him, 
be  admitted  to  his  royal  perfon,  on  pain 
of  his  dilplcafure  againft  whoever  ftiall 
attcif’pt  to  hinder  them.  The  king  in¬ 
tend^  to  apply  all  the  favings  he  is  going 
to  make  to  pay  off  the  debts  of  the  ftatc. 
— It  is  laid  that  the  queen  has  given  a» 
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ilrong  invitation  to  the  emperor  of  Ger¬ 
many,  her  brother,  to  make  his  journey 
to  Paris,  if  polliblc,  at  this  time;  that 
he  may  have  an  opportunity  of  confult' 
ing  with  the  king  on  fomc  important  af¬ 
fairs,  in  which  it  is  neccfTaiy  they  Ihould 
.adt  in  concert. 

By  a  letter  from  Paris,  dated  June  lo. 
we  learn,  that  the  price  of  corn  falls 
every  market  day.  The  contiderable 
bankruptcies  which  have  juft  been  decla* 
red  at  Marfeilles  caufe  a  great  alarm  a- 
mongft  the  commercial  people.  They 
are  attributed  to  the  companies  formed 
for  the  monopoly  of  grain,  the  great 
plenty  of  which  has  fruftrated  the  de- 
iigns  they  had  conceived  of  enriching, 
themfclves  at  the  expence  of  the  unfor¬ 
tunate. — They  write  from  Leghorn,  of 
the  loth  ult.  that  they  had  h  .d  a  ftorm 
which  continued  three  days,  and  that  fc- 
veral  (hips  were  ftranded,  among  which 
was  a  Dutch  man  of  war;  and  a  Kuiiian 
frigate  like  wife  loft  all  her  mafts. 

Tne  king  of  France  having  rcfolvedto 
be  inoculated  for  the  fmali  -pox,  together 
W'ith  the  princes  bis  brothers,  and  the 
counters  d'Artois,  they  fet  out  the  13th 
inftant,  from  Muette  for  Marli,  in  or¬ 
der  to  undergo  the  operation  the  i8lh 
inftant. 

Ttiey  write  from  Marli,  that  the  cx- 
peiiccs  dg  Bouchc  have  juft  been  fixed. 
The  king*s  and  the  queen’s  table  arc  to 
be  in  common,  and  not  feparatc  as  for¬ 
merly  ;  w'hen  they  chnfc  to  fup  in  their 
fuaijom  de  plaijance^  their  tables  will 
folU)w  them ;  the  extraordinary  of  the 
pttis  foupers  in  the  reign  of  the  late 
king  was  fixed  at  1500  livres  each,  and 
his  majefty  was  obliged  to  pay  his  fupper 
at  Ycrfailles  the  fame  as  .Icven  millions 
and  one  half  of  livres  yearly. 

The  breeding  of  filk  worms  in  the 
ifland  of  Minorca  is  carrying  on  with 
great  fpirit,  and  it  is  expected  will  foon 
be  brought  to  perfedion,  as  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  have  entered  confidcrably  into  that 
branch. 

The  laft  advices  from  St  Domingo  im¬ 
port,  that  the  Englilh  have  tak«n  poflTcf- 
fun  of  the  ifland  of  Toriue,  where  they 
have  landed  fcvcral  American  families  in 
order  to  fettle  there.

cargo. 

Advices  are  Paid  to  have  been  received 
from  America,  that  the  provinces  of  Nc  w- 
York  and  Conneifticut  had  joined*  with 
the  province  of  M  ilfachufctt’s  B.iy,  in  a 
non- importation  of  goods  from  Great 
Britain,  on  hearing  of  the  bill  being 
,bri)Ught  iu  for  quartering  foldicrs  in  A- 
iherica. 

The  Americans  received  a  copy  of  the 
Bofton  port  bill  on  the^ijth  of  Miy  by- 
captain  Cooper,  who^fiiled  from  the 
Downs  on  the  lath  of  April.  The  firft 
ftep  was  printing  it  at  Bofton  and  New- 
York  upon  mourning  paper,  and  crying 
it  about  the  ftrects  under  the  name  of  a 
barbarous^  cruel^  bloody^  and  inbu‘ 
man  murder.  In  the  firft  transports  of 
rage  they  denounced  vengeance  with 
great  warmih ;  but  the  cooler  and  wifer 
people  checked  this  impcluofity  of  tern** 
per,  and  w'ould  fufTcr  no  refulution  to 
be  taken  at  cither  Bofton  or  New- York, 
till  they  heard  further  from  England,  bc- 
caufe  their  iettets  informed  that  other  bills 
(which  have  fince  pafled)  were  in  con¬ 
templation;  and  couriers  were  difpatch- 
cd  to  all  the  provinces  with  this  intelli¬ 
gence.  The  firft  coiifcqucnce,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  will  be  a  non- importation  agree¬ 
ment.  This  will  be  geneial  throughout

Bofton  in -particular,  it  is  believed,  will 
be,  the  houfe  of  a^embly  will  refufe  to 
a(ft  with  the  new  council.
